mu  ™Ther!r  are  no  new  or  sPecial  provisions  to  report  upon  this  year, 
ine  Cleansing  Centre  services  referred  to  in  my  1942  report  have  been 
xuiiy  utilised  and  appreciated  by  the  cases  of  vermin  infestation 
amongst .  our  own-  Rural  residents.  Evacuees,  imported  Irish  Land  Workers 
ancV?siaent?  adDoining  County  Districts.  Early  in  1943  the 
useful  practice  was  commenced  of  giving  preventive  treatment  to  other 
members  of  a  household  in  which  Scabies' has  already  occurred  even 
tnough  such  home  contacts  had  no  visible  signs'  of  infection.  No 
xormal  action  under  the  Scabies  Order  was  called  for  during  the  year, 
it  being  found  that  persuasion  alone  was  sufficient  to  ensure  the 
attendance  at  the  Cleansing  Centres  of  both  sufferers  from,  and 
contacts  to  cases  of,  vermin  infestation.  •  '  ’ 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  Influenza  became  prevalent  and 
the  suggestions  of  the  Ministry 'of- Health  on  how  the  Local  Authority 
C0+  ^  aBsis^  households  in  which  hardship  was  being’  experienced  were 
acted  upon  and  approach  made  to  local  organisations  asking  them  to 
assist  in  giving  any  home  help  they  could.  Fortunately  the  epidemic, 
though  widespread,  did  not  prove  too  dangerous  and  enquiries  of  the 
local  Practitioners  at  the  time,  showed  that  very  few  families  were 
UvOt  able  to  manage  with  the  help  of  relatives  and  neighbours.  For 
this  reason  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  make  uBe  of  the  services  of 
the  voluntary  organisations  so  kindly  offered. 


SECTION  C>  -  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Y/a ter  -  18  samples  of  water  were  taken  throughout  the  area  for 
examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  and  all,  with  the 
exception  of  two,  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory.  The  Parishes 
of  Utl^Lnton  and  Rushton  are  still  without  adequate  supplies  of 
wholesome  water.  Reference  is  made  below  to  these  two  Parishes. 

As  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  supply  in  the  area,  the 
following  sets  out  the  proportion  of  dwelling-houses  and  the 
proportion  of  the  population  supplied  from  the  Council's  Water¬ 
works  either  directly  or  by  means  of  standpipes: -

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J •  Birtwistle,  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor 
of  the  Council,  for  the  following  general  statement  on  the  water 
supply,  drainage ,  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  the  area : -

neighbouring  Rural  District  Council  for  a  bulk  water  supply,  a 
Public  Inquiry  into  the  Council’s  application  for  sanction  to  a  loan 
for  the  laying  of  a  new  12"  trunk  main  and  a  9"  main  was  held  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  subsequently  approved. 

This  will  enable  that  part  of 'the  Rural  District  to  be 
supplied  at  a  higher  pressure  than  is,  at  present,  the  case,  and 
prevent  the  interference  with  the  sanitary  needs  in  the  area  at 


peak  consumption  periods  which  caused  trouble  in  certain  cases.  It 
will  also  permit  the  use  of  the  supply  more  freely  for  agricultural 
needs,  an  important  matter  from  the  standpoint  of  a  pure  food  supply. 

The  Council’s  application  for  consent  to  the  laying  of  a 
new  water  main  at  Acton  was  approved  and  the  main  laid,  and  it  has 
made  a  great  improvement  in  the  supply.  Domestic  consumers  are  now 
able  to  obtain  a  supply  during  milk  cooling  periods  at  the  farms, 
a  thing  which  was  not  possible  previously.  In  addition  the  farms 
are  no w  able  to  cool  their  milk  efficiently.,. 

The  water  supply  to  the  village  of  Eaton,  in  the  Parish  of 
Rushton,  still  remains  in  its  bad  state,  although  application  for 
consent  to  the  laying  of  mains  to  this  village  was  made  to  the 
Ministry  in  August  1943*  The  village  well  water  is  condemned  and 
consumers  are  instructed  to  boil  it  before  use,  a  thing  which  cannot 
be  conveniently  done  for  farm  use. 

The  water  problem  at  Wimboldsley;  where,  during  milk  cooling 
periods,  the  pressure  falls  to  zero,  although  it  enters  the  system 
of  mains  at  approximately  501bs.  per  square  inch,  is  to  be  rectified 
by  the  laying  of  a  new  main  from  Wimboldsley  Schools  to  Minshull 
Vernon  Station,  the  scheme  having  now  received  the  approval  of  the 
Ministry. 


The  new  Booster  required  to  give  adequate  pressure  in  the 
Tarporley  area  has  now  been  erected,  and  is  in  daily  service.  This 
has  made  a  great  improvement  in  the  supply  generally  and  all 
properties  connected  to  the  systeiri  of  mains  now  have  adequate 
pressure. 


Parts  of  the  Parish  of  Utkinton  are  in  urgent  needs  of  a 
mains  water  supply,  but  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  provide  the  mains 
required. 


The  spring  collecting  water  supply  is  continuously 
chlorinated;  but  the  Borehole  chlorination  equipment  was  found,  due 
to  high  pressure  in  the  mains,  to  be  incapable  of  fulfilling  the 
manufacturers’  guarantee.  In  consequenee  the  Council  recently 
arranged  for  a  portable  plant  to  be  put  into  service  temporarily 
and  the  manufacturers  were  called  upon  to  take  back  their  apparatus 
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and  to  provide  a  new  type  of  plant  designed  for  high  pressure 
of  the  mechanical  injection  type.  It  is  expected  that  this  will 
be  installed  in  a  few  weeks  time. 

Regarding  the  protection  of  the  gathering  grounds  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  Borehole,  steps  to  prevent  pollution  of  the 
subsoil  are  in  hand,  not  because  there  is  the  slightest  evidence 
of  pollution  in  the  Council* s  supply,  but  as  a  ore cautionary 
measure. 

The  quantity  of  water  obtained  from  the  Borehole  last  referred 
to  is  rapidly  increasing,  and  now  amount  etKfeo  778,000  gallons  per  day, 
independently  of  the  quantity  obtained  at/surface  collecting  water¬ 
works.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  without  it  the  situation  in  regard 
to  water  supply  in  this  district  would  have  been  an  impossible  one. 

It  .is  meeting  an- important  national  need. 

Due  to  debris  and  insects,  both  dead  and  alive,  found  in 
certain  water  meters,  a  complaint  ^ras  made  to  the  Winsford  Urban 
District  Council  from  whom  the. bulk  supply  is  obtained.  '  It  was 
reported  that  a  defective  pump  suction  screen  at  the  Winsford  source 
of  supply  was  the  cause  of  the  trouble  and  samples  submitted  for 
analysis  subsequently  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  By  order  of  the 
Council  a  close  watch  is  to  be  kept 5 on  this  bulk  supply. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  -  There  is  still  no 
change  in  regard  to  sewerage  problems  in  the  Parishes  of  Rushton, 
Utkinton,  Delamcre,  Oakmere,  Wine ham  and  Comberbach,  referred  to 
in  the  last  report.  In  the  case  of  the  Co-tebrook  area  of  Utkinton, 
the  Council  were  of  opinion  that  the  village  schools  and  other 
properties  ought  to  be  embraced  by  the  scheme,  and  negotiations  with 
this  object  in  view  are  proceeding*  ..  '.  " 

Regarding  the  Delamere  area,  the  Council  have  decided  to  prepare 
a  scheme  for  a  part  of  the  general  proposals  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  gathering  grounds 
adjacent  to  the  Borehole. 

The  urgent  need  for  a  sewerage  scheme  in  the  Weave rham- 
ITorthwich  Road  area  of  the  Parish  of  Weavorham  is  emphasised  by  the 
fact  that  the  Council  are  having  to  extend  the  system  of  emptying 
the  septic  tanks  in  this  area,  due  to  the  subsoil  disposal  system 
having  generally  failed.  Accordingly,  the  Council  have  decided  to 
submit  for  approval  the  Weave rham  Sewerage  Scheme  to  the  Ministry  as 
early  as  practicable,  so  that  the  work  may  proceed  as  quickly  as 
possible  on  the  termination  of  the  hostilities  in  Europe.  It  has 
also  been  decided  not  to  permit  any  further  proposals  for  subsoil 
discharge  in  any  part  of  the  Council’s  district." 

Public  Cleansing.  The  Routine  work  of  refuse  collection  and 
cleansing  of  pail  closets  has  been  maintained  in  spite  of  labour 
difficulties.  February  of  this  year  sa w  the  inauguration  of  direct  • 
labour  scavenging  in  the  Parish  of  Rudheath,  and  a  fortnightly 
service  adequately  meets  the  needs  of  this  Parish. 

Salvage  of  Materials  for  War  Purposes,  Throughout  the  year 
the  Rural  population  continued  its  spirited  salvage  efforts  with  the 
result  that  sales  of  salvageable  materials  were  maintained  at  a 
high  level.

•f  The  year  1943  in  some  ways  saw  a  greater  interest  on  the  part 
}  of  the  local  Doctors  in  the  incidence  of  Brucella  infections  as 
shown  by  the  increased  number  of  specimens  sent  to  the  Laboratory 
for  examination  for  the  specific  antigens  of  Undulant  Fever. 

One  result  of  the  increased  interest  in  this  disease  was  the 
receipt  by  me  of  a  report  drawn  up  by  a  Ministry  of  -Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  Inspector  on  his  visit,  made  at  my  request,  to  one 
of  the  larger  milk  producer-retailers  in  the  area,  which  at  the 
time  of  the  inspection  was  distributing  milk  received  from  five 
different  herns.  The  conclusion  of  this  Inspector’s  report 
reaus:-  “There  is  evidence  of  the  existence,  past  and  present, 
of  contagious  abortion  in  all  the  five  herbs  with  the  exception 

of  one . In  view  of  the  widespread  existence  of  contagious 

abortion  some  method  of  heat  treatment  (of  the  milk)  would 
appear  desirable.”  '  ,"~*"**‘*'
